4. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the handwritten information of Fig 4a, 4b, is not clearly presented. 
.Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 16 recites the limitation "the supply vessels". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shibata et 
al. (EP 120721 5 A2). 

Shibata teaches a method and apparatus for fabricating a lll-V nitride film by 
generating a MOCVD reaction between a III raw material gas and a V raw material gas. 
Specifically, Shibata teaches an MOCVD apparatus for gas phase deposition with at 
least two gas inlets 15-17 whereby the reaction gasses are introduced via separate 
guiding tubes 18 and 19 (i.e. 4 and 5 of the instant application), which provides means 
for flexibly introducing gases in to the apparatus (fig. 2, [0024]). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

1 1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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12. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shibata 
et al. (EP 1207215 A2) as applied to claim 15 above, and further in view of Saito et al. 
(US 6,218,212 B1). 

Shibata teaches separate gas inlets 15-17 as seen in fig. 2, which are 
necessarily connected to supply vessels via gas collecting lines. Shibata does not 
disclose the use of at least two valves. 

Saito teaches an apparatus for growing a mixed compound semiconductor layer 
that includes a variety of inlet ports/nozzles (see abstract). The inlet ports are 
connected to the bubblers via supply lines whereby each bubbler comprises a mass 
flow controller and plural valves for controlling a flow rate of source gas (col. 5, lines 19- 
55; fig. 4a-4b). Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
would have utilized Saito's plurality of valve regulated collecting lines in Shibata's 
apparatus in order to control the flow rate of source gasses. 



Conclusion 

1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 6,960,537 teaches the use of a plurality of valves and 
collecting lines.
